Sarah added: “Whenever I needed 
someone they were there. 

“I found it tough but feel elated and 
proud of myself. 

“I did it for Tony, the support was phe¬ 
nomenal, both in and out of the water.” 

Havens Hospices event fundraiser 
Jason Curtis said it was the first time 
two distances were on offer at the race. 

He said: “We wanted to give more 
people the chance to take part but still 
enjoy the thrill of the open water swim¬ 
ming and passing under the world's 
longest pleasure pier and all those who 
took part seemed to have a great time.”

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Sea wall plans 
under review

SOUTHEND Council is reviewing 
plans for the controversial sea wall 
on Shoebury Common. 

The new administration has 
scrapped plans bought in by the pre¬ 
vious Tory council due to the amount 
of public objection to the plans. 

The saga has been going on since 
2011 and would have imposed a 


seven-foot 1,000 yard stretch of sea 
wall from Ness Road to Bay Gardens. 

Councillor for public protection 
and waste, Martin Terry said the 
council was in discussions with the 
Environment Agency and are wait¬ 
ing for report from them. 

Mr Terry said: “We have got a 
plan that we are working on and 
reviewing the application and 
speaking to residents around the 
area who have come up with their 


own plans for flood defences. 

“We do have some funding, how¬ 
ever there is a possibility that the 
funding may increase.” 

Plans for the sea wall will be 
finalised by March 2015 and con¬ 
struction of the defences are aimed 
to be completed by 2020. 

Mr Terry added: “It really is an 
ongoing issue but we are confident 
we will get a different plan to what 
is on the table at the moment. 


“Residents are very happy with 
the review of the plans. 

“The level of objection has been 
amazing to the original plan so it is clear 
we cant go back to the one originally 
suggested by the last administration.” 

The previous administration 
pushed through plans with four 
people backing the plan with thou¬ 
sands of people opposing plans to 
save hundreds of homes and busi¬ 
nesses from flooding.

Crackdown on

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Wreck is window to the past 


A BOUNTY of artefacts have been pulled from 
the shipwreck of the London that lays in the 
Thames Estuary in an area known as the Nore. 

The London mysteriously blew up when it was 
anchored in 1665 and sank off of Southend's 
shore where it is now rapidly deteriorating. 

The succession of dives is a rush to preserve 
the items that have been preserved in the mud of 
the estuary. 

So far teams have managed to excavate items 
from the ship and map the wreck. 

Items found so far include musket shots, shoes, 
ship fixtures, tools, personal items, coins, navi¬ 
gational dividers and bottles. 

Last Thursday saw a new haul from the wreck 
with divers exposing a gun carriage underwater 
and bringing to the surface pulley blocks from 
the gun carriages. 

Steve Webster, project manager of Cotswold 
Archaeology who is heading up the dives said 
the project would take two years to complete. 

He said: “This is the only ongoing excavation 
on an underwater wreck in England at the pre¬ 
sent time and the artefacts that we can recover 
are similar in scope to those recovered from the 
Mary Rose, but 120 years later in date. 

“This will allow us to better understand a 
whole range of changes that occurred between 
the first half of the 16th century and the second 
half of the 17th century, a period that saw the 
expansion of Britain's sea power and marks the 
start of the British Empire.” 

Steven Ellis, part of the dive team excavating 
he ship who got the licence from the 
Government to dive the wreck said it had not 
been easy so far. 

He said: “Working underwater in the murky 
Thames Estuary has been challenging but we;re 
making real progress in understanding the nature 
of this fascinating 300 year old wreck site.” 

The London was one of only three completed 
wooden Second Rate large ships that were built 
between 1642 and 1660 and is the only one that 
survives.

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Probe into police 
sickness levels

POLICE stress levels are 
being probed after sick days 
increased by 50 per cent in 
four years. 

Figures show 41,251 police 
duty days were lost to sickness 
in 2013/14. 

The number in 2009/10 was 
27,654. The figure equals an 
increase of 49.2 per cent. 

The data was released after a 
Freedom of Information 
request by Mike Le Surf, 
Labour parliamentary candi¬ 
date for South Basildon and 
East Thurrock. 

Baroness Angela Smith 
(Lab) said she feared falling 
police numbers had led to a 
spike in stress complaints. 

The number of duty days lost 
to 'psychological conditions' 
jumped from 5,132.18 in 
2009/10 to 12,242.96 in 
2013/14 - an increase of 138.6 
per cent. 

Baroness Smith said: “The 
chances are, that is likely to be 
stress.” 

Essex Police announced in 
2011 it would cut 10 per cent 
of officers by 2014 to facilitate 
a £41 million budget cut. 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Nick Alston 
(Con) warned in April 2014 
that more officers would be 
lost to government cuts, as it 
was revealed Essex Police had

lost more community support 
officers (PCSOs) than any 
other force in the east of 
England. 

He said: “We will have fewer 
PCSOs, as we are likely to 
have fewer officers, staff and 
even police stations.” 

Baroness Smith made a link 
between climbing sickness 
levels and falling officer num¬ 
bers during a House of Lords 
speech late last month. 

She said: “[Officers] have 
told me that the thin blue line 
is getting thinner and thinner. 
They feel they are unable to do 
their job as they want to and 
should be able to... I have been 
told that some officers have 
been on permanent 12-hour 
shifts for three weeks. That has 
taken its toll. 

“Is the minister as shocked 
and as worried as I am that the 
sickness levels in Essex Police 
- and I have no reason to 


expect that Essex is different 
to anywhere else - have risen 
so dramatically since this gov¬ 
ernment has been in office?” 

She asked the question of 
Lord Taylor of Holbeach, par¬ 
liamentary under-secretary of 
state for the Home Office. 
However, Lord Taylor did not 
answer and has since left the 
post. 

Mr Alston admitted stress 
was a concern but said cuts to 
staffing levels were unavoid¬ 
able. He said: “I am aware the 
Police Federation believes 
stress experienced by officers 
is a factor in the increased lev¬ 
els of sickness. It is important 
to consider this and explore 
whether there was ways of 
decreasing stress levels. 

“It is the case though, in 
these times of austerity, that all 
public services are being 
asked to operate within small¬ 
er budgets. A recent report 
from Her Majesty's 
Inspectorate of Constabulary 
found Essex Police has the 
lowest non-pay budget per 
head of the population of any 
police force in the country. 
With around 84 per cent of the 
total policing budget spent on 
salaries, it is inevitably the 
case that there will be fewer 
officers, PCSOs and staff over 
the coming years.” 

He added that the force was 
investing money in coun¬ 
selling services for officers.

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‘Right to report’ 


MEMBERS of the public can 
now film and record Southend 
Council meetings without ask¬ 
ing for permission. 

The new law was introduced 
by Tory Brentwood MP Eric 
Pickles, Secretary of State for 
Local Government. 

Changes under the “right to 
report” legislation also allow 
members of the public to make 
audio recordings of council 
meetings and post live updates 
on websites like Twitter. 

A Department for 
Communities and Local 
Government spokesman said: 
“Eric Pickles signed a parli- 


mentary order allowing press 
and public to digitally report 
from all public meetings of 
local government bodies. This 
‘right to report’ updates a law 
passed by Margaret Thatcher as 
a backbench MP. 

“Following the passage of 
both primary and secondary 
legislation, the move opens 
councils’ digital doors, cover¬ 
ing broadcasters, national 
press, local press, bloggers, 
hyper-local journalists and the 
wider public. The new law aims 
to end active resistance among 
some councils to greater open¬ 
ness. Councils have even called 


the police to arrest people who 
tried to report, tweet or film 
council meetings, or claimed 
spurious ‘health and safety’ or 
‘reputational’ risks to digital 
reporting.” 

Mr Pickles added: “Local 
democracy needs local journal¬ 
ists and bloggers to report and 
scrutinise the work of their 
council and increasingly, people 
read their news via digital 
media. There is now no excuse 
for any council not to allow 
these new rights. Parliament 
has changed the law to allow a 
robust and healthy local 
democracy.”

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Warning goes out 
to horse owners 


HORSE owners are 
being warned of the 
dangers of a weed 
that grows prolifical- 
ly in fields through¬ 
out the UK - ragwort. 

Horse charity, 
Remus, said if horses 
eat the yellow weed, 
they suffer stomach 
pains, struggle to 
breathe, go blind or 
even die. 

Yet this is what can 
happen to horses if 
owners fail to do one 
very important job as 
part of their care. 

It is vital that horse 
owners learn how to 
recognise the yellow- 
flowered plant, and 
eradicate it from 
fields where their 

horses graze. 

Ragwort is found in 
fields across the 

country and the 

seedlings appear in 
the autumn, the 

rosettes in spring and 
the mature plants 
from May to October. 

They can be up to 
2m tall. It may also 
find its way into hay, 
so owners also need 
to be vigilant when 
feeding their animals. 

Ragwort is poiso¬ 
nous and damages the 
liver. Founder of 
Remus, Sue Burton 
said: “The effects can 
build up over a length 
of time, so even if a 
horse only eats small 
amounts this can 
build up, having dis¬ 
astrous effects. 

“Obviously they 
can also become 
extremely ill from 
eating large quanti¬ 
ties. 

The mature plants 
tend to be bitter, so 
horses will possibly 
avoid them, but 
young plants and 
dead plants lose their 
bitter taste so are 
especially dangerous. 

“All plants must be 
removed. Remember 



that it can be harmful 
to humans too, so 
cover arms and legs 
and use gloves when 
pulling it up out of the 
field, and avoid inhal¬ 
ing the pollen too. 

“The most effective 
way to remove 
Ragwort is to pull the 
plant up from the roots 
- special tools are 
available to help to 


remove roots. 

It is also possible to 
spray the area - agri¬ 
cultural merchants 
will be able to advise 
on suitable products. 

Paddocks will need 
to be rested before the 
horses can go back on 
them - and all dead 
plants must be 
removed. 

The Ragwort plants 


need to be carefully 
disposed of - burning 
is most effective - but 
it is best to speak to 
DEFRA for advice.

THE gross forecast saving 
from the shared services merg¬ 
er with Newham is £3.9 mil¬ 
lion over 5 years.

Last action heroes 


THE EXPENDABLES 3 (12A, 126 mins) 


F OLLOWING a spectacular stunt 
aboard a moving train that opens 
this third instalment of the action 
franchise, Arnold Schwarzenegger 
turns to Sylvester Stallone and wearily 
confides, "I'm getting out of this busi¬ 
ness... and so should you." 

His words fall on deaf ears 
because The Expendables is a cash 
cow for Stallone, who directed and 
co-wrote the opening salvo in 2010 
and has been reliving his muscle- 
bound glory days ever since. 

Australian director Patrick Hughes, 
who impressed with the gritty low- 
budget western Red Hill, takes 
charge of this outlandish mission 
festooned with bone-crunching 
hand-to-hand combat, pithy one-lin¬ 
ers and deafening explosions. 

And The Expendables 3 certainly 
opens with a bang. Several. 

Barney Ross (Stallone) and his 
crew of battle-hardened mercenaries 
orchestrate a prison breakout.

that always underscored those films. 

“Parody is perhaps the wrong 
word. To use film parlance it is more 
'homage'. It's an ever popular genre 
that sees modern echoes in films 
like 'Sin City' and 'Watchmen'. The 
hard boiled cop, who undergoes a 
quest for truth in the jungle of the 
city, as he seeks redemption for his 
own tainted past and his elusive lost 
love. All great melodramatic stuff!”

Improvements 


R APHAEL Park may be no 
years old but it has never 
looked better - thanks to 
almost £2million of improvements. 

Restoration work at the Romford 
Park, including strengthening 
nature conservation, restoring the 
historic landscape and providing 
new facilities for visitors, was com¬ 
pleted just in time for its 110th 
anniversary celebrations in June. 

The park, which was once part 
of the former landscaped grounds 
of Gidea Hall Estate, was given to 
Romford Urban District Council 
back in 1901 by Sir Herbert 
Raphael for recreation and leisure 
for the benefit of the townspeople. 
It has been offering just that ever 
since opening as a park in 1904, 
as people flock to enjoy its acres 
of gardens and wander along 
Black's Lake which is home to 
everything from Canada Geese 
and Tufted Ducks, to Mute Swans 
and Pochards in the winter. 

Walk along the lake - named 
after Alexander Black who was 
one of the 19th century owners of 
Gidea Hall estate - during a sum¬ 
mer evening and you may catch a 
glimpse of some bats who also 
make Raphael Park their home. 

Bats and birds are among a 
diverse range of wildlife that can 


be seen and heard in Raphael 
Park as it has a wonderful variety 
of habitats including nearly cut 
lawns, wildflower meadows, a 
stream, mature woodland, herba¬ 
ceous borders and shrub beds. 

More than 18,000 trees, shrubs, 
herbaceous plants, ferns, hedging 
plants and bulbs were planted in 
the park earlier this year, as part of 
the restoration project, funded by 
the Heritage Lottery Fund, and 
other improvements have included 
the opening of a new refreshment 
kiosk, Milli’s Coffee House, at the 
far end of the park, footpath 
repairs, improvements to the lake, 
repairs to railings and gates, and 
new park furniture including signs, 
seating and picnic tables. 

The park, which also boasts a 
children's play area, a bandstand 
and a theatre garden where pro¬ 
ductions are staged in the sum¬ 
mer, will soon have a new restau¬ 
rant and cafe with terrace over¬ 
looking the lake when it opens in 
the autumn. 

The restaurant has been con¬ 
structed as an extension to Park 


Lodge, the home that was built 
for the park superintendent to live 
in more than 100 years ago. Along 
with Park Lodge, two smaller 
entrance lodges where built 
around 1908 and despite being 
very small with just single rooms 
upstairs and downstairs, they were 
used as dwellings. While only one 
of these lodges remain today, there 
are further glimpses from the past 
at Raphael Park including Black's 
Bridge, also named after former 


estate owner Alexander Black, 
which was designed by James 
Wyatt in a classical Georgian style 
in the late 18th century and can be 
found at the Main Road entrance 
to the park. 

Other remnants of the earlier land¬ 
scape include the sites of the for¬ 
mer vineyards and pleasure ground 
and a number of mature trees. 

As well as a great place to wan¬ 
der around throughout the year, 
the park is also a fantastic place to 


take the kids and events this sum¬ 
mer include inflatable fun days with

Q. What issues do you need to consider 
if you’re selling this time of year? 

A. Somewhere around mid-July, the property 
market always slows a little. If you are going 
away, leave a key and contact details with your 
agent so they can feed back on viewings and any 
offers. Failing that, leaving a key with a family member, friend or neighbour means you 
won’t risk missing the odd buyer who happens to be around in high summer when 
you’re not! 

This is also a good time to re-evaluate every aspect of your marketing. Timescale, for 
example: from September to Christmas is a little less than 14 weeks - and a sale can 
take at least 12 weeks from finding a buyer to handing over the keys, what is your 
timescale? So, do you want to get moved before Christmas or aren’t you bothered? 
Next price. This is the key determinant in selling anything, so it needs to be right. If 
you are selling for say, £375,000, go onto one of the major portals and check out 
properties in your general postcode area priced at £300-£450,000. Is yours the most 
expensive property of its type? If so, you should have a serious talk with your agent 
about the price. Also, I would avoid advertising in a price band, such as £450- 
£500,000. More and more buyers want transparency in transactions. Price bands - 
and devices like ‘offers in excess of’ - don’t help people decide where to pitch an 
offer. Remember, you want to do everything you can to encourage offers, not 
discourage them! 

Similarly, does your property stand out online? First impressions are critical. Imagine 
a buyer scrolling down a page of quite similar properties. What will get them to click 
through to yours? Has the agent missed a really key feature in the heading? Is the 
photograph the best one? Make sure you and your agent are singing from the same 
hymn sheet. 

Incidentally, some agents are targeted on the number of viewings they achieve, not 
the quality. Nothing worse than a buyer with a walking stick turning up to view a 4th 
floor flat without a lift! The moral: make sure your agent doesn’t simply qualify viewers 
by price... 


So, there you are. Once you’re confident that you’ve got all your ducks in a row, it’s 
time to go and enjoy the beach! 



Landlord Question 

Is PAT Testing Compulsory for rental properties? 

Think Property Answer 

Portable Appliance Tests or PATs are an electrical check carried out on 'movable’ items such as kettles, 
microwaves, Hoovers, table lamps, toasters and coffee machines and many electricians will tell you they must 
be carried out before tenants move into a property. 

Legally speaking this is not true. There is no law that says PAT checks must be carried out, something the 
government recently clarified. 

What the law does state is that all electrical equipment within a rental property must be safe to use and that it’s 
the landlord’s responsibility to ensure this before tenants move in and, equally, during the tenancy too. 

Most experts, including those from the Electrical Safety Council, recommend landlords make a visual 
inspection of all the electrical appliances provided within each rented property so check cables aren’t worn or 
that plugs are damaged. It is also recommended that any new items feature the ‘CE’ kite mark which is the 
manufacturer’s claim that it meets all European safety legislation. 

Whether you then decide to get all the items PAT checked is a matter of choice not law. But most experts 
agree that, if landlords want peace of mind, then the £50-£100 it will cost to get a qualified electrician in to 
complete PAT checks is worth it. 

A visual examination is the most important factor, but if an item were to short and then catch fire then being 
able to prove that it had been PAT checked recently (every two years for smaller items and four years for larger 
ones) would help matters. 

More importantly PAT checks may flag up potential problems before tenants move in but don’t rely on them 
alone - they s hould not be completed instead of a visual check but rather as a back up.

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Frontal assault from new Vito

LAST year Mercedes-Benz Vans 
celebrated its best year in the UK 
with 30,257 vehicles registered - a 
21 per cent increase on 2012 and 
also beating 2007’s previous 
record. 

One of its biggest sellers is the 
Vito mid-size load-shfter, the latest 
version of which has just been 
revealed. 

From skilled crafts and trades to 
retail, service providers, shuttle ser¬ 
vices and taxis the new Vito is a 
versatile piece of kit. 

With up to 1,369kg cargo capac¬ 
ity, it has the highest payload in its 
class and the Vito Crew featuring a 
crewcab combines the advantages 
of a panel van with those of a 
crewbus or courtesy vehicle. 

There are two versions available: 
the Vito Tourer Pro and the premi¬ 
um Vito Tourer Select. The Tourer 
can be tailored to accommodate 
all types of passenger transport. 

For the first time the Vito is being 
offered with front-wheel drive. 
Mercedes says that when empty or 
carrying only a light load, front- 
wheel drive offers better traction 
and reduces fuel consumption. 


It is fitted with a compact four- 
cylinder engine with a displace¬ 
ment of 1.6 litres and which is 
available in two power ratings, the 
Vito 109 CDI with 88bhp and the 


Vito 111 CDI with 114bhp. 

For shifting heavy loads or tow¬ 
ing a trailer, more power is need¬ 
ed so Mercedes is continuing with 
the rear-wheel drive Vito which 


comes with a 2.15-litre engine 
and a choice of three power levels 
the 114 CDI, 136bhp, 116 CDI, 
163bhp and Vito 119 BlueTEC at 
190bhp. 


Six-speed manual transmissions 
come as standard on the lower 
powered engines. The 7G-TRONIC 
PLUS automatic transmission with 
torque converter is optional for the 
Vito 114 CDI and Vito 116 CDI and 
standard equipment on the Vito 
119 BlueTEC 

Whatever engine the new Vito 
has long service intervals of up to 
25,000 miles or two years, and all 
models have had their fuel con¬ 
sumption reduced from the previ¬ 
ous Vito range. 

The suspension has also been 
improved with less taught springs 
and more sensitive shock 
absorbers. 

All versions are 140mm longer 
than the preceding Vito, mainly 
because of the extended front end 
to help protect pedestrians. 

The maximum vehicle height is 
1,910mm depending on the 
model. 

As a result the Vito is below the 
two-metre mark and can fit into 
standard multi-storey/under- 
ground car parks and automatic 
car washes. 

The news Vito range will go on 
sale in March next year. UK prices 
have yet to be announced.

170 examples which have 
been built to date. 

At the front, silver finishing 
to the aluminium radiator 
grilles sit below the carbon 
fibre bumper while above, a 
McLaren Orange speedmark 
adorns the bonnet. 

The bodywork is finished 
in exclusive Stirling Grey, 
with the metallic finish com¬ 
plemented by gloss carbon 
fibre and orange accents.

IT was a tale of two penalties as a 
late spot kick from Lee Barnard 
gave Southend United three hard 
earned points and a perfect start to 
their Sky Bet League Two campaign 
against Accrington Stanley at the 
Crown Ground. 

Boss Phil Brown had been busy in 
the days leading up to the game, 
bringing in no less than four new 
players and sparking optimism 
amongst the Shrimpers faithful of a 
genuine push for automatic promo¬ 
tion. Whereas, Brown's opposite 
number, James Beattie, has 
remained principally reliant on the 
players that made Stanley so diffi¬ 
cult to beat at home during the last 
campaign. Certainly in the build-up 
there was a feeling that any form of 
continuity lay largely with the more 
settled East Lancashire outfit. 

Prior to kick-off, both players and 
fans observed an immaculate min¬ 
utes silence in honor of the late 
Accrington chairman Eric Whalley, 
a man who had done so much to 
ensure Stanley's return to the Foot¬ 
ball League in 2006. 

And it was a lively opening, 
Southend were first to threaten 


when Connor Clifford's volley was 
expertly pushed aside by Luke 
Simpson in the Stanley goal, then 
the home side went even closer as 
James Gray's deflected effort 
deceived Daniel Bentley but came 
back off an upright.. Soon after 
Gray was in again, this time prod¬ 
ding wide after an excellent inter¬ 
change with Josh Windass. 

Stanley continued to press, Win¬ 
dass broke from deep but his finish 
was disappointingly wayward, while 
Blues went close when Barry Corr 
scuffed wide after Ben Coker had 
centred. Coker was next to try his 
luck, curling a dead ball effort ago¬ 
nizingly wide with Simpson rooted to 
the spot. 

Just before the break Southend 
had a glorious opportunity when 
Myles Weston raced clear only for 
Simpson to tip over his right footed 
strike, then the Stanley keeper had 
to react quickly to rebuff Cian Bol- 
ger's header. At the other end, 
Nicky Hunt's long range strike had 
Bentley scrambling but dropped 
onto the roof of the net. 

The teams continued to toil, with 
the action largely confined to the 
central areas, but as referee Andy 
Haines whistled for half time, there 
were little signs of either side grab¬ 
bing the initiative. 

There was a dramatic start to the 
second period, with Blues passing 


up a huge chance. Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur loanee Shaquille Coulthirst 
was tripped by Adam Buxton. How¬ 
ever, Barr Corr's weak spot kick 
was easily saved by Simpson. 
Buoyed by the let-off, Stanley tried 
their luck, but Kal Naismith's shot 
was high and wide. 

Blues were generally enjoying the 
better of proceedings, without pro¬ 
ducing a decisive opening. And it 
almost proved costly when Windass 
fired over with Bentley fully extend¬ 
ed, this after a great build up down the 
left. Meanwhile an uncharacteristic 
blip from Simpson almost let in 
Coulthirst when the keeper had fum¬ 
bled Ryan Leonard's bomb of a throw. 

The game stagnated somewhat, 
with perhaps both sides wary that 
one mistake could prove costly. 
Luke Prosser was yellow carded for 
a clumsy challenge on Naismith, 
although perhaps Southend were 
fortunate on this occassion as the 
Stanley man was about to race clear. 

In the final stages Weston fired 
frustratingly straight into Simpson's 
midriff, this after Kevan Hurst had 
played him in, while the Blues rear¬ 
guard had to be on their toes as 
Gray sent over successive danger¬ 
ous crosses.

Blues the points. Substitute Lee
